REVIEWS 

6FL CHAMPIONSHIP BASEBALL by Act i vi si on/ Games t ar <*35-45) 

Whether scooping up a kick return to try for a great 
broken field run, receiving a long pass in a complex cur I —out 
play, or trying to carry the ball on a sweep right, this ST 
game puts you in the middle of the action. The offense can 
run 34 different plays, from complex passing maneuvers to 
runs and kicking options, while the defense has a dozen 
choices. Then instead of simply watching the play from the 
sidelines or an overhead view (as in all other football 
games) , you’re put in the midst of the action, part i ci pat i ng 
in each play with an "in-helmet" view. 

You begin by sele?cting from a roster of 27 teams in four 
divisions., with each team having its own strengths and 
weaknesses to provide play balance. After kickoff, the 
offense is given 30 seconds to choose a play from a scrolling 
list of options. The defense lias far less time to choose a 
response. Next, you switch to a screen showing the offensive 
player's point of view (inside the quarterback’s helmet on 
running plays, the receiver's on passing plays, and the 
kicker s on kicking options). After the bail is snapped, you 
must move the joystick, and sometimes use its button, with 
great precision in order to complete the play properly. 

The documentation gives step-by-step instructions on how 
to make each play- With more than 40 plays to learn, it 
takes a long time to achieve proficiency, but it pays off 
with many hours of fun* Superb graphics (linemen literally 
throw themselves at you!), scrolling animation, and good 
sound effects make this game ideal for gamers of all ability

This is a Sherlock Holmes game adapted from a board game 
whisch blends elements of a graphic adventure into a computer 
board game for one to four people.

Screen Clock -—A flicker less digital 12- hour clock is 
displayed in the upper right “hand corner of the screen. It 
indicates the hour, minute, second and time of day (a.m. or 
p.m.). You can turn the clock on and off from the keyboard 
or via the dialog box* Up to eight alarms can be set in 
MAXPAK — and you can set them daily or weekly. 

Screen Saver — This procedure automat i cal 1 y turns color or 
monochrome screens off if the keyboard or mouse has not been 
touched for awhile. The screen saver time delay can be 
selected from one to 99 minutes. With the press of a key or 
the nudge of a mouse, the screen instantly comes back on. 
This prevents damage to the CRT phosphors (image burn in). 

The MAXPAK system requires an ST with TOS in ROM and a 
parallel printer* It consumes approximately 4BK, plus 
whatever you allocate for ramdisk, spool er * and macros.
